mountains in Culberson county, Tex., 
following a raid on the Hick Love 
ranch. 
Orozco and four companions 
were pursued from tile Sierra Blanca 
country into the foothills. 
How desperately they fought 
was 
shown by four bullet wounds In the 
body 
positively 
identified, according 
to reports, as that of tile Huerta gen­ 
eral. 
At 
the home of General Orozco’s 
family here the report of his death 
could not be confirmed 


No Comment by Huerta. 


General 
Victoriano 
Huerta 
would 
make no comment when informed of 
tin* reported death of his former chief 
officer. 
All the bodies of the raiders have 
been ordered shipped to Van Horn, 
Tex. 
An undertaker from this city 
is en route to take charge of the body 
said to be that of General Orozco. 
General Orozco was the son of a 
small storekeeper in Chihuahua. When 
he reached 
manhood 
he 
became a 
“bullion conductor," and with his par­ 
ty of guards escorted the pack trains 
loaded with bullion from lite mines in 
Chihuahua through the bandit-infest­ 
ed hills to the railroad. 
It was in this work that he first 
achieved a reputation for bravery and 
skill with weapons. 
Orozco was one of the first to Join 
Francisco Madero when the latter or­ 
ganized his revolt against President 
Porflrio Diaz, in 1910. 
Orozco took 
the field in Northern Chihuahua, and, 
with his company of bullion guards as 
a nucleus, soon raised tile most ef­ 
fective lighting force under Madero’s 
banner. 
When 
Madero 
became 
president 
Orozco accompanied 
him 
to Mexico 
City, hut it was not long before a dis­ 
agreement arose over large sums of 
money Orozco a lle g ri to he due him 
and his father, Colonel Orozco. 
Orozco abandoned his allegiance to 
Madero and again took to the hills, 
taking Hie majority of his men who 
had followed him through the Madero 
campaigns with him. 


In Huerta’* Ranks. 


With 
the fall of 
Madero, 
Orozco 
joined the adherents of Huerta and 
became ono of the most active of the 
military chiefs of the latter. 
He took 
part 
in scores of engagements and 
skirmishes 
in 
Chihuahua, 
Durango, 
Coahuila and Neuvo Leon. 
His band 
finally was broken last 
August 
with the advance on 
Mexico 
City of the Constitutionalists under 
Obregon, Jesus Carranza, Pablo Gon­ 
zales 
and 
Guiterrez. 
while 
Villa’s 
troops held the road to his old haunts 
to 
the 
north. 
He 
again 
slipped 
through the lines, however, and made 
his way into the United States. 
With 
the 
arrival 
in 
the 
United 
States 
of 
General 
Huerta, 
Orozco 
joined his former chief and accom­ 
panied 
him on the journey 
to El 
I’aso, which culminated in the arrest 
of both at Newman, N. M., last June, 
by United States officials. 
After be­ 
ing released on bond he again escap­ 
ed a few nights later, and. it is sup­ 
posed. has been In the vicinity where 
he was killed since that time.

There has just appeared from the 
Brainerd Dispatch presses the annual 
report of Inspector of Mines August 
Swanson of this city and tin same is 
a most comprehensive report cover­ 
ing operations on the Cuyuna iron 
range for the period 
commencing 
June 30, 1911 and extending to June 
30. 1915. 
A considerable number of the books 
have been printed as there is always 
a demand for data concerning mining 
on the range. 
The book is packed 
solidly with information. 
In bis pre­ 
face, Mine Inspector Swanson, 
in 
presenting the report to the board 
of court ' tomtnisioners. says: 
“I ueg herewith to submit for your 
approval my annual report as mine* 
Inspector for (’row Wing county for 
the year ended June 30, 1915. 
As 
a result of one hundred and five in ­ 
spections made, and in taking, now 
at the end of the year, a review of 
tile same, I can say with confidence 
that great strides have been made 
for the bett*r. 
“One must bear in mind, in con­ 
sidering the industrial element of 
this report, that the price of ore has 
been low throughout the year, and 
then despite tills handicap to any 
enormous increases in operation or 
output, we find that there has been a 
derided increase in ore shipments. 
it having increased from 674,516 tons 
last year to 986.495 tons this year. 
Also referring to the tabulated re­ 
port we find that four mines have 
been opened, and two that appeared 
as closed down ainee previous re­ 
ports. have resumed operations. 
“ Drilling that has been done on 
property of Crow Wing c ounty, form 
erly the county poor farm, has shown 
up ore of quality and in quantities 
that would justify it being mined 
and though sol:.* royalty bids fun* 
been made, none has as yet been ac­ 
cepted. 
“ It is with regret that we note 
three fatalities occuriug during til* 
year.

Julius A. Schmahl, sci rotary of J 
state, and his staff of assistants, have 
just completed the work of card in ­ 
dexing all of the licensed automobile 
owners In Minnesota. Ibis index ays 
tem is arranged by counties and each 
county is subdivided into the post­ 
office addresses of th** owners, under 
which heading the names of the ow n­ 
ers are arranged alphabetically. 


There are. according to this sys­ 
tem. Practically 86,000 automobiles 
In Minnesota, and a recent Issue of 
the Wall Street Journal states that 
tin* average cost of a car Is now about 
11980, over half the cars produced sell 
ing for less than $700. 
On the basis 
of the Journal, the automobiles in 
Minnesota are now valued at $84.

GERMANY BEGINNING TO SUSPECT 


By J. W. T. Mason, for United Presa 


Germany Is beginning to suspect th*- results of lu r subm ar­ 
ine activity against British shipping do not. justify the large 
claims made for the new style of warfare when it began last 
February. 
One of the most curious psychological effects of the war has 
been the belief in Germany that the submarine campaign was 
serving very largely the purposes of a blockade-. 
Tin; sub­ 
marines have been referred to by tile 
Germans as 
operating 
against England in the same way that tile British fleet In the 
North sea operated against Germ any. 
This interpretation of 
actual conditions, of course, is wide 
of the mark. 
British 
trade is hampered very little because of the s u b m a r in e , 
and 
there has been only a slight advance iii marine insurance rates 
to cover submarine risks. 
The Berlin Tageblatt, Germ any’s leading liberal organ, is 
the first German newspaper to look tiles*- facts in the far**. 
It 
estimates that one and one-half merchant vessels have 
been 
sunk a day since the submarine blockade began, and it points 
out this is a “ very modest” result. 
The Tageblatt blames the 
newspapers generally for arousing an extravagant bel ief in the 
effectiveness of submarines as a blockading force. 
In other words, tile constant cry of patience to those who 
keep dem anding greater deeds from tile submarines cannot be 
longer maintained, s u g g e s t s the Tageblatt. 
The 
Von Tirpitz 
blockade, therefore, is revealing Itself as a fiasco to the Ger­ 
man people. 
It is but a pin priek compared to what might he 
accomplished by a fleet capable of m aintaining a real block­ 
ade around the British Isles. 
A full realization of the actual conditions must have a de­ 
pressing effect on the Germans. 
T h e desire to harm England 
tit any cost, as G erm any’s c h i e f enemy, lias so magnified 
til*; 
victories of the submarines th a t it will in- a dlflleult m atter to 
readjust tile common vision to a clear view of the facts. 
The Tageblatt’s Initial move in this direction, if persisted in, 
however, will be beneficial to ultim ate peace. 
It v. 111 produce 
an understanding in Germany that E ngland’s economic position 
cannot In* seriously affected by the under sea boats, no m atter 
how long the war lasts. 
To con tin ue the conflict, therefore, 
for the purpose of dam aging E n g la n d ’s commerce must now bi* 
ruled out of serious war debates In Germany.

New York Bankers Would Fur­ 


nish England Vast Sum.

America by England, to lie used in 
paying bills here, was the scheme put 
forward by international bankers as 
the method to (heck the downward 
plunge, of foreign 
exchange

New York bankers wish to lend 
Great Britain an enormous sum of 
money on approved collateral of high 
class American railway and industrial 
stocks and bonds. 
This would be used in meeting pay­ 
ments for American goods and, it is 
believed, would restore the market to 
nearly normal.

English 
pound 
brought 
only 
#4.55X4 in American money. This is 
a drop, from its normal value, to 
31% cents, from its value August I 
of 20% cents, and from its quotation 
of the previous day of fi% cents, a 
twenty-four hour break in values with­ 
out precedent.
